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A LONG and univerſal complaint has taken place, on 
the ſubject of our ſtatute laws, particularly on account of 
their being ſo diſagreeably voluminous ; which has rendered 
the knowledge of them very confined, whereas it ought to 
be univerſal. Efpecially, this ſhould be the caſe, as to that 
part of our ſtatutes which are called penal, ſeeing that every 
man in judgment of law is party. 

The univerſality of their knowledge is almoſt eſſential, 
on ſeveral accounts, all of which tend ultimately, either 
to the lawful and proper redreſs of injuries, or to the main- 
tenance of public juſtice. 

Without a knowledge, by individuals, of the provifions 
the law has made for the accommodation of theſe things, 
we may very juſtly aſk, on the one hand, how are they to 
obtain redreſs for injuries done? and on the other, how 
can they ſo act as to eſcape the penalties the law has im- 
poſed'? this laſt will appear in its proper colours, while we 
attend to that uſeful and well-known maxim,

Tf then a knowledge of the laws, by which we are go- 
verned, be neceſſary for the maintenance of a proper ſubor- 
dination, the preſervation of due order, the ſecurity of our 
rights, and the manifeſtation of juſtice ; I ſay, if this be 
the caſe, every pofſible means ſhould be uſed for the incul- 
cating the ke of our laws: and, it muſt be allowed, 
that none can anſwer more effectually this ſalutary end 
than the reducing them to a corre& compendium. 

As our ftatute laws (ſays the learned Mr. Wood“) 
are monſtrouſly overgrown, they too want the ſkill of our 
legiſlators to bring them to a proper ſhape. If many of 
our ſtatutes, with others continuing, enlarging, explaining, 
correcting, repealing and reviſing them, were, under their 
proper heads, thrown into one ſhort and plain a&, it would 
render the ſtudy of our laws more inviting, and the ſtatutes 
more intelligible to all thoſe that are to be guided by 
them,” 

How far the enſuing ſheets will anſwer theſe truly defira- 
ble ends, is ſubmitted to the judicious. Their uſe will be 
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beſt known to thoſe who will moſt uſe them, and though 
no pains have been wanted to render them uſeful and cor- 
rect, yet if any trifling error ſhould have eſcaped unob- 
ſerved, it is hoped it will be conſidered, not as arifing from 
a want of care, but from the intricacy of the ſubject. 
Of this there is no doubt, that ſuch a conciſe and cheap 
work as this, when conſidered as to its extenſive uſefulneſs, 
cannot fail of meriting the attention and encouragement of 
thoſe whoſe office is, the AQMINISTRATION or JUSTICE ; 
nor can it be leſs regarded by thoſe who wiſh to ſecure their 
own rights, or to be acquainted with the laws to which they 
are ſubject. | 
One of the author's beſt pleaſures will be, to ſee it an- 
{wer the ends for which it is intended, which are, to afhſt 
the magiſtrate in his execution of public juſtice, and to in- 
ſtru& individuals in the knowledge of our penal laws, that 
they may, on the one hand, defend their rights, and, on 
the other, avoid thoſe practices which will expoſe them ta 
their wrath,
